If,  <>n  re¬ 
consideration,  one  or  more  of  such  items  be  approved 
b\  a  majority  of  tbe  members  elected  to  each  house, 
the  same  shall  be  a  part  of  the  law,  notwithstanding 
the  objections  of  the  governor.  All  the  provisions  ol 
this  section  in  relation  to  bills  not  approved  by  the 
governor  shall  apply  to  cases  in  which  he  shall  withhold 
his  approval  from  nuy  item  or  items  contained  in  a 
bill  appropriating  money."
